COVERS THE FULL DERBY ROUTE IK GOOD 
STYLE WHILE WORKING BY HIMSELF. 



Franklin Also Gallops the Same Distance in En- 
couraging Fashion — Sheer Face Expected When 
the Havre de Grace Meeting Ends. 



Louisville, Ky., April 19.-«— The many locally 
trained candidates for the Kentucky Derby are 
going along grandly now in tiieir preparation and 
scarcely one of the grt*ut number, which embrace 
Buch hoi>efuls as George Smith, Star llaw'k. Tlic 
Cock, Lena Misha, St. Isidore, Slipshod. Dodge, 
Franklin, Cosmic and Dick Williams never miss 
their regular training work. 

Training oiK*rations all around are at high tide 
)it present on the two Ix)uisville tracks. The in- 
terest sliowu by the public in tlie w’orking of tiie 
horses here w’as never as marked, wdiich is fully 
illustrated by the immense crowds that each morn- 
ing thnnig the courses and participate in tiie ac- 
tivity of race horse training as rail birds. 

The most notable work-outs of candidates for the 
Derby today took place at I>ougla8 Park, w’here two 
of the eligibles w'ent the full l)erby distance of one 
mile and a quarter. J. S. Ward’s Dodge covered 
the distam'e in 2:12%, wdth the fractions as fol- 
lows: 13%. 25%, 38, 51, 1:04%, 1:17%, 1:32, 

1:44%, 1:.57%. His last mile w^as run in 1:44%. 
Jockey F. Murphy was up and he was unpaced all 
the way. 

J. 8. Ward’s Franklin ran the mile and a quarter 
in 2:12, the fractious being: 13, 26, 39, 51%. 

1:04%, 1:16%, 1:30%, 1:44%, 1:57%. He ran the 
last mile in 1:43%. F. Muridiy was up and, like 
Dodge, Franklin w'orked alone. 

J. G Greener’s Cosmic w’orked seven -eighths in 
1:32%, with the fraotionals as follows: 12, 25, 39 
52%, 1:05, 1:19. He w'as under restraint all the 
way and is evidently getting ready for a fast 
trial at a longer distance in the next few' days. 

Dick Williams in the Schorr stable w'ont five- 
eighths in 1:02%. His fractionals were 12%, 24%, 
36%. 50, and he probably w’ill be sent a mile in 
his next work-out. 

All the Derby candidates that worked yesterday 
over a <*onsiderable distance at the Downs, were 
on the track today and each came out of his gal- 
lop in a manner entirely satisfactory to their re- 
spective trainers.

BULSE COVERS A MILE IN FAST TIME. 



Doctor Moore Also Does Well at the Distance- 
Breeders’ Futurity Candidates Gallop Swiftly. 



Lexington, Ky., April 19. — In preparation for the 
Kentucky Derby. J. W. Parrish’s Bulse, ridden b.v 
jcM'koy W. Meehan, this morning worked a mile in 
1:41% over the Kentucky Association course for 
trained W. J. Young. In addition to being the 
fastest mile of the season here, it w'as the most 
imprt*ssive work by any horse in training thus far 
seen here. The big chestnut, working alone, went 
the first quarter in 24%, half in 49% five-eighths 
in 1:02, three-quarters in 1:15, and seven-eighths in 
1:28%. He was going easily and eager to run at 
the finish of the mile, but was eased up and gal- 
loi»ed out the mile and an eighth ip 1:55%. Many 
of those watching the work believe they saw tlie 
Derby winner there and then. Dr. Moore, a stable- 
mate of Bulse and also an eligible to the Derby, 
W'orked a mile in 1:43.

JOSEPH A. MURPHY IN FORCIBLE FLEA. 



Urges That New Orleans Racing Be Either Com- 
pletely Divorced from Politics or Abandoned. 



New Orleans, I^a.. April 19. — Joseph A. Murphy, 
under w’liose capable management racing was re- 
stored in 1915 as one of the big attractions of the 
New' Orleans w'inter season, has written the Times- 
Picayune as follow’s from Baltimore under date of 
April 13: 

“Is there not in the entire state of Louisiana a 
man big enough to bring order out of chaos in the 
racing situation? Has anyone given the matter 
serious consideration enough to know what it all 
means, not to racing alone, but to the good name 
of New' Orleans? Do they realize that the state of 
Ijouisiana has no thoroughbred horses, practically 
no jockeys or trainers and few ow’ners; that it has 
only one racing official of national reputation; that 
thoroughbred racing in all its machinery must l)o 
Imnight to the city of New Orleans, and that it 
draw’s the bt*st class of people from the States and 
Canada? Ihi they realize that the press of the 
north is full of the present controversy, and that 
the millionaire owmers of all sections are looking 
on bew'ildered that a set of representative business 
men should be fighting over something, like dogs 
over a bone? 

“Thoroughbred racing is drawing to it men who 
control the financi.al destinies of this country. 
They saw' in the revival of racing at New Orleans 
the daw'n of a new' era for the sport. They saw 
business men banded together, standing shoulder to 
shoulder for the uplift of the sport, and they 
thought the millennium had been reached. Then 
they stood back and saw the gloss come off. These 
millionaire ow'ners had given me their personal 
promise that they w’ould race with us from year to 
j’ear. They w’ould even build their ow’u stables and 
spend part of the w’inter at New Orleans. They 
would have met the merchants of the city, w'ould 
have l>ecome interested in its commercial develop- 
ment, and there w’ould have been no trouble to get 
financial aid for any project. 

“Those who came last winter, liow’ever, saw a 
sinister asiK'ct to the whole situation. They saw' 
IK*o]de representing jiow'erful interests that were di- 
rei'tly benefited by the racing sit back and let me 
praeticall.v fight the battle out alone. Tlu*y saw’ 
tliem iK*rmit men, under the sanctity of the cloth, 
W'ith an insatiable lust for notoriety, brand us, men 
of honor w’hose reputations had stoml the test of 
public scrutiny for years, as crooks and profligates; 
and our wives and daughters, with names unsiilli(*(l 
as Ceasar’s wife, as things unclean, and w'e made 
no protest. They saw' creep from the shadow’s of the 
hideous underw'orld influences that made me fight 
every inch of the road to preserve inviolate my 
pledge to the people of Louisiana that I woultl k(*ep 
the racing clean. And now they w'onder if the 

business integrity of New Orleans has sunk to so 
low a level that a storm of protest would not arise 
at the mere suggestion that a <iuasi- public insti- 
tution w'ould, through its own attorneys, enter into 
an honorable agreement with the citizens of another 
state and then seek by some tawdry subterfuge to 
repudiate it. 

“As to my contract, I have no concern. I w’ent 
to New Orleans at the invitation of the Business 
Men’s Racing Association. I insisted on no pledge 
until it could lie demonstrated that I could ac- 
complisli tlie things that I was asked to do. It W'ill 
be found that my contract, draw’n by the attorneys 
of the association themselves, w’as not spread on 
the minutes uutil half of the meeting of 1915 had 
been run. 

“That any set of men could believe that they 
could, for the puriiose of prostituting a splendid 
sport, get control of the Business Men’s Racing As- 
sociation and put men at the helm to do their 
bidding, is unbelievable. If the association should, 
unhappily, fall under the control of such men, I 
have an abiding faith that Uncle Sam has not been 
so derelict that he has not provided ade<iuate 
measures to force a coriwration of a state to ful- 
fill its obligations to the citizens of another. But 
I am only a pawn in the game. The good name of 
New' Orleans is in the balance. 

“I am a newspaper man by profession, a racing 
official by occupation. I can go back to a profes- 
sion that I left W’ith honor. But New' Orleans must 
preserve its reputation for business integrity or 
retrograde. Either the big interests directly bene- 
fited (modern Neros fiddling w’hile Rome burns) 
should take bold of the racing, divorce it absolutely 
from iMilitics and see that it is conducted as a 
clean, high-class sport, in which the millionaires of 
('anada and the I’nited States could be invited to 
p.'irticipate, and that it did not simply deteriorate 
into a seething ealdron of intrigue and jealousy, 
or they should destroy the sport entirely. 

“Is thore not a Moses in the entire state of 
Louisiana?’’

New York. April 19.— Entries for the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. most important of the point-to-point 
steeplechases run in this country, will close next 
Wednesila.v, April 19. The race will be run on the 
estate of G. Bernard Fenwick, the Maryland repre- 
sentative of the Hunts Committee, at Glyiidon, Md., 
Snturtln.v, April 29. This race has lieen run twenty - 
two times, and w’hile interest has been growing 
steadily, it is only in the last tliree or four years 
that it has been attracting the attention of devotees 
of cross-country racing outside of a local element of 
hunting men, wlio have taken up what their fathers 
before tliem strove to do. The event, w’hile a purely 
sporting affair, that is. a race in wiiich all the glory 
of victory conies w'ith first honors ratlier than 
financial rewards, has come to a standing where 
not alone tlie hiinting men find it an attraction, 
but it means a contest that demands the attention 
of those devoted to regular steeplechasing. It 
brings out crowd of splendid proportions, many 
journeying from Boston, Philadelphia. Virginia and 
New York for the race, and the verdict is always: 
the struggle was worth the tri|i.” 

The conditions call for a journey of four miles 
over a natural country, and this means asking for 
the best in both horse and rider. Fences, ditches 
and other obstacles must be crossed that would stop 
the best of our professional riders as well as most 
of our regular steeplechasers. Last year the field 
that lined up for the start numbered twenty -three, 
and of tins collection a goodly part made the run 
without a mishap, a glowing tribute to the stamina 
of tiiose efmipeting. and a rc*ason for congratulation 
for the riilers. This year there is every reason 
to believe tiiat even a greater numlier will be 
found at the iiost. This claim is Imsed on the 
entries already received and the promises made 
from different points wiiere the horses have been 
making ready. The representation from New’ York 
will be strong. Riders who will don the silks in- 
clude F. Ambrose ('lark, C. C. Rumsey, F. S. von 
8 tade, B. B. I^wis. James Park, F. P. Keene, 
H. L. Bell, Ricinml Mortimer, Bayard Tnckerman, 
Jr,. Getirge de Kay Gilder and C. Brabaxon. Piiila- 
delphia’s riding division will lie represented by A, 
A. Deven*iix, Victor Matlier. ('harles Mather, 
E. M. ('heston, J. G. Ijei|>er. Jr., A. W. Porter, 
W. J. ('lotliiiT, Welsli Straw-bridge and J. C. Biddle. 
This embraces tlie liest of the gentlemen riilers who 
ride over timber courses. 

‘L.vsander has been training without a falter and 
I look to see him lieating tlie best all siiniiiier.” 
Tliis reiKirt recently bronglit from Aiken by a w-ell- 
know-n devot«*e of steeplechasing. st*ems to mean 
tliiit F. Ambrose Clark’s son of Ogden — I^aodice 
has rounded to and will reiieat his impressive form 
sli<»wii as a fonr-year-old in 1914. He was on the 
ailing list all last summer, getting to the post but 
twice, and tlien his mission w-as to do his lH‘st wlien 
far from sound, for his owner is a true blue sports - 
mand, ami naturally longed to see this horse do 
wliat he fully realises lie can do. The two races he 
ran sliowed that lie was not himself and w-isely he 
w'us turned out for a long rest, tlie best part of 
wiiick has been at Aiken. Since taken up again in 
work, and in a manner that delighted the on -look 
era, and this means some pretty good judges, for 
among those at Aiken have been Thomas Hitchcock. 
J. B. Davis, H. W. Sage, Harry Lamontagiie, E. H 
Carle, F. S. von Stade, John Sanford, Bob Straw- 
bridge.

A. J. A. Devereux. generally recognised as one of 
the most active workers in behalf of amateur rac 
ing in the vicinity of Philadelphia, has announced 
that business will not iierniit of liis devoting the 
time he w-ould like to give to the hunt meetings 
next summer, and that this prompts him to sell 
the horses he has in training, not that he is anxious 
to dispose of them, but he feels that they might be 
a help to the meetings where he intended to enter 
and race them. They would. In fact one of the 
string. Conqueror, comes pretty close to being a 
top notcher among the hunters, for which a number 
of races liave bwn and will be arranged. When 
these races are over timber, as many of them are. 
the horse is usually asked to concede a lot of 
weight to all competitors, yet the records sliow 
tliat he can do this and win. There are tw’o or 
tiiree English -bred two-year-olds in the stable that 
are also highly rated. 

Two years ago tlie Maryland Jockey Club, striv- 
ing to bring innovations that will enhance steeple 
clinsing, w-hicli has always been one of the strong 
est of attractions at Pimlico, at the suggestion of 
one of the staff, provided a race at each meeting, 
the conditions of which call for tlie horses starting 
to be ridden by a rider w-lio had never won a jump 
ing race under recognised turf authority. The idea 
was prompted by the appreciation of the woeful 
need of jockeys for jumping races, as the collection 
then at call was far from satisfactory either to 
owners or to the public. It was tlionght that this 
might mean the introduction of some talent that 
would be available, but difficult to locate. The re 
suit has been most pleasing, and not alone will 
these races be continued, but it is more than prob- 
able tliat the idea will be taken up by some of the 
(.'anndian tracks where they are sincerely interested 
in cross-country racing. If the local tracks would 
cut away from routine and follow the example set, 
it would certainly bring the desired results. In 
almost every stable can be found “schooling riders 
admitted to be liorsemen, but wiio never get 
ohanee to sliow wliat they can do in a race, for 
when the real questions are asked of a horse they 
are compelltHl to stand aside and either see one 
of the few capable jockeys take the mount or 

witii disgust find their horse in the hands of some 
“has-been” of doubtful reputation and skill. In 

each of these races for the “maiden” riders at 

Pimlico has come a find for some stable. In fact, 
it is not an exception to discover several boys of 
promise in a single event, ■ and if tlie plan was 

adopted generally it might bring a solution of the 
problem that is certainly retarding the great in- 
terest being developed for steeplechnsing. It 
might be a good plan for the stewards of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association to request 
all racing secretaries in arranging their programs 
to include a race of tliis class. 

A. C .and M. L. Schwarts have turned all their 
Jumpers over to John Hastings to be trained and 
they anticipate an active campaign in connection 
with tlie hunt meetings. In the lot are M. J. Shan- 
non, Pay Streak. Archdale. Prinibutton and Black 
and Wliite, all likely fencers. They are stabled at 
Belmont Park. 

A. P. Humphrey. Jr. and R. Hunter Dulnny will 
ship from Upiierville, Va. a string of six jumpers, 
all of which will be newcomers in this part of tlie 
<*ountry. They will be raced at Hewlett’s Bay 
Park, the I'nited Hunts, Piping Rock and the 
Brookline meetings, and if their showing under 
colors is up to expectations tliey will later on be 
sent to Saratoga for a try at the events that will 
be de<*ided tlieir in August. 

Their tryout will be a gootl one, for at the hunt 
meetings the purses offered are the richest of the 
year, and this means that coiniietitioii will lie of 
the keenest. Tlie Dulany horses are trained by H. 
(Irantlund. who a few years ago was rated as one 
of the best of the colored steeidecliase riders. He 
was injured wiiile schooling a iiorse in Virginia, 
and oiu* of iiis legs was ainpiitated. He then 
turned liis attention to training.

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C. E. Brotsmmn, Trainer of Imp, Points Out Why 
Public Prefers Races for Stayers to Sprints. 



**The committee appointed by the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission to work out the longer -distance 
racing question was a move in the right direction, 
and racing secretaries will do well to follow its 
recommendations.” writes C. E. Brossman, famous 
as the trainer of Imp. ‘‘Formerly conditions were 
different, especially so in Kentucky, where all the 
speculation was done with the bookmakers. They, 
of course, were anxious to have races on the pro- 
gram where each horse would receive liberal bjick- 
ing. and racing luck plays a more important ^rt in 
a short ra<*e than it does in one over a distance 
of ground, so that a jostle, a cut-off or a bad start 
ofttinies defeats the best horse. If any interfer- 
ence happens to a horse in a short race it does not 
have time to recover its stride until some one of 
the other horses has the race won and not un- 
frequently by some one upon which there is little 
money bet. The bookmakers paid the purses, there- 
fore their wishes desired confirmation. Witli the 
‘mutuel* system of betting in vogue the situation 
is entirely different. The association receives the 
l>ercentage to which it is entitled from all the 
money tliat goes into the box, no matter which 
horse wins, and almost any speculator will bet 
more money on a race over a reasonable distance of 
ground than upon a sprint. 

‘‘There is no doubt but that it takes a more ac- 
complished trainer, one thoroughly capable and who 
fully understands his business, to prepare and keep 
successfully racing throughout the season, a horse 
for the mile and over races, than it does one for 
the shorter races, where about all they do is to jog 
the horse around a bit, work it a couple of times 
at its best speed through the stretch, start it and 
take a chance that its breeder or vitality will make 
it last. The age is siteculative and racing is a most 
fas<*inating medium, and a great number of people 
are found everj'where who are as willing to pay us 
liberally for it as for operatic, dramatic or athletic 
entertainment, be<*ause it presents the additional 
excitement and thrills always protluced as the result 
of rapid si>eculation and uncertainty. The glamor 
of rich prises seems to endow those particular races 
with more eclat than other races of less value con- 
tended for by the same horses, therefore the secre- 
taries of the different race meetings are continually 
outbidding each other as to the amount of added 
money each association can give for its spectacular 
events. 

‘‘The result of all this is that prises are as rich 
as the associations can afford, and the managers of 
the different meetings are compelled to seek various 
sources of revenue, all of which come directly or in 
directly from the public. In order to liave the race 
tracks return a liberal dividend on the investment, 
satisfy the public and at the same time prepare 
a program that will call together the best horses 
on the track and have everybody enthusiastic and 
pleas(H], is a task that requires a man of peculiar 
ability, tact and not a little diplomacy. It is no 
easy position to fill and it requires a man with a 
large vision, wide experience and considerable in- 
genuity. The public the source of all revenue, 
must be satisfied and have absolute confidence in 
tlie racing officials. The horsemen furnish the en 
tertainment and they secure enough money out of 
the business to pay expenses, hotel bills, feed bills, 
shipping expenses, help, etc., and all like to mark 
up a profit at the end of the year. So the racing 
associations ought to give away to the horsemen, 
in added money to the races, enough cash to pay 
their legitimate expenses, for it must always be 
remembered that the horsemen furnish the show, 
and they will be sure to go to those places where 
they think they have an opportunity to make the 
most money. 

‘‘As in any other entertainment enterprise, the 
celebrities will draw the crowd and the people, 
shrewd, hard, cold business men, sight seers out 
for a holiday, people of fashion, leisure and money 
will flock in multitudes to watch a contest over a 
distance of ground between an equally balanced 
field of famous liorst*s, wliere it is exijected that 
there will l>e a battle royal. The great classics 
of this country, such as the big handicaps and the 
renowned Derbies, have always attracted the multi- 
tudes and, as they are usually one and a quarter 
miles to one and a half miles, it w'ould appear tliat 
tlie public delights in those contests more than at 
any other distance. 

Another fact that must not be overlooked is that 
the instant a horse is returned a winner of one of 
these great races its inherent value as a breeding 
animal immediately greatly increases, automatically. 
Breeders usually prefer the names of horses in a 
pedigree that have won some of these desirable 
events, and the names of classic winners in a tabu- 
lated pedigree enhance the value of a yearling when 
it comes to the auction block, in the same ratio as 
those names appear in the pedigree. That distance 
racing, when tlie horse is fit, does not impair the 
procreative iiowers or sap the vitality of the con- 
stitution of a breeding animal has been amply dem- 
onstrated through a long number of years. 

‘‘The trainers themselves are responsible for many 
of the objections against longer racing, and it is 
simply because a number of them do not know what 
kind of a preparation is required to properly fit a 
horse for a long route and bring him out of the 
race with no ill effects that some of them object 
and hesitate to enter. Bramble, by imported Bonnie 
8<*otland, out of Ivy Leaf, by imported Australian 
II., dam Bay flower, by Lexington, aci'omplished 
wonders us a ‘‘cup” horse in 1879. He won the 
Baltimore, Westchester, Monmouth and Saratoga 
Cups, all in one year, something no other horse ever 
accomplished, yet he was the sire of the Kentucky 
Derby winner, Ben Brush, which in turn sired the 
great ra<*e horses Broomstick and Delhi. Broom- 
stick sired Meridian, the Kentucky Derby winner in 
1911, Regret in 191.'>, and Thunderer, one of the 
favorites for the great race today. Let us by all 
means have more long races for the good effect it 
will have upon the turf, the public and the future 
breeding interests of the country.” 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 



A dispatch of j’csterday from Washington says: 
Maj.-Gen. Hugh L. Scott, chief of stiiff of the 
army, will go to San Antonio, Texas, tonight b.v 
order of Secretary Baker in order to. get accurate 
information as to the situation on the Isirder and 
in Mexico. Secretary Baker i.ssued this statement: 
‘‘General Scott leaves for San Antonio this evening 
at d:li» at my nMiuest. He w’ill pass several days 
with General Funston and return. This trip is 
made solely' for the purpose of getting as accurate 
information as is |»ossible for the use of the de- 
partment. (iencral Funston remains in full charge 
of the affairs of his department, including the ex- 
IMHlition into Mexico. He has the full confidence of 
the department and his disfmsitions have the de- 
partment’s entire approval.” Secretary Baker 
would not discuss Genenil Scott’s mission beyond 
his formal statement. It W'as assumed, however, 
tliat his report will go far toward determining the 
course to bi* pursued in Mexico. It is known that 
tieneral Funston has been urging the department 
that he be i»ermitted to shift his headquarters and 
the border base in order to shorten his line of com- 
munications. The department has not thus far 
approved the suggestion, although the request w'as 
l>efore the cabinet yesterday. The department ap- 
parently lias hesitated to authorize any radical 
change in the status of the exi>edition in the face 
of the requests from General Carranza that the 
troops be recalltni, believing it might tend to in- 
tTease anti-American feeling among Carranza gar- 
risons. For the same reason the sending of heavy 
reinforcements to the border has not been resorted 
to as yet. Cntil the German situation is clearly 
understooil it is impossible to forecast the adminis- 
tration’s decision as to Pershing’s exiiedition. Mil- 
itary obs<*r>er8 appear to agree that some radical 
niove must Ik* made soon, either to back up the 
troops in Mexico or to w’ithdraw’ them, as in their 
present condition offi<*ers feel tliey are unable to 
press the pursuit of Villa properly and their pres- 
ence only s«*rves to irritate the Mexican i»eople. 
A movement of (^‘lrranza troops which have lieen 
stationed near Chihualiua to Parral was reported 
to the state department. This information was for- 
w’arded to General Funston. It came from Consul 
Letcher. 

From Petrograd yesterday a dispatch says: The 

fall of Tri'blzoml to the Russian anus is confirmed 
in an official comiiinricatioii issued here. The 
statement says: Trebizoiid has be«*ii taken. The 

uiiiteil, energetic efforts of our Caucasian army and 
Black Sea fleet Iiave l»een crownetl b.v the comiuest 
of this fortified town, the most imiM»rtaut |K>sitioii 
on the Anatolian coast. Our valiant troops, after 
the sangulnarj' battle of the 14th on the Kara Dere 
river, pressed the Turks without respite and sur- 
mounted Incredible ubstaclez, everywhere breaking 



the fierce resistance of the enemy. The well-com- 
bined action of the fleet permitted the execution of 
most hazardous landing operations and lent the sup- 
IK>rt of its artillery to the troops operating in the 
coastal region. Credit for this fresh victory also 
is partly due the assistance given the Caucasian 
army b.v the troops oi>erating in other directions in 
Asia Minor. By their desperate fighting and heroic 
exploits they did everything in their power to fa- 
cilitate the task of the detachments on the coast. 
Trebizond is 600 miles east of Constantinople and 
100 miles north of Krzerum, the town stormed by 
the Russians on February 16. Trebizond has a popu- 
lation of about 40,000, including some 18,000 Chris- 
tians. The importance of the Black Sea port is due 
to its command of the point where the chief trade 
route from Persia and central Asia descends to the 
sea. It is separated from the rest of Asia Minor 
by a barrier of rugged mountains 7,000 to 8.000 feet 
high, which the Russian armies had to traverse. 
Since tlie fall of Erzerum and the capture three 
weeks later of Bitlis the Turks are said to have in- 
creased the Trebizond garrison until it contained 
three complete divisions, or about 54,000 men, and 
to have done everything possible to strengthen the 
Black Sea port. 

President Wilson told congress, assembled in joint 
session shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, he had gfren Germany irrevocable notification 
that the United States will break off diplomatic re- 
lations if her illegal submarine campaign is con- 
tinued. A note, America’s last word, practically 
an ultimatum, and demanding an immediate reply, 
presumably was in the Berlin foreign office as the 
president was speaking. The president asked no 
action whatever of congress. He simply informed 
it of the accumulation of facts proving that Ger- 
many’s assurances to the United States are being 
violated; that the submarine campaign, despite the 
earnest protests of the United States *is being con- 
ducted with renewed vigor in contravention of all 
the laws of nations and humanity and that he 
means to sever relations unless it is brought within 
the law. Diplomatic history of the world shows 
that such a course is almost certain to be followed 
by war. The president’s note and his address to 
congress arc final. They mark the end of diploma- 
tic exchanges. A continuance of the long standing 
friendly relations, the president made clear, de- 
pends alone uiwn Germany’s conduct. I have 
deemed it my duty, therefore, the president told 
congress, to say to the imperial German govern- 
ment, that if it is still its purpose to prosecute re- 
lentless and indiscriminate warfare . . the govern- 
ment of the United States is at least forced to the 
conclusion that there is but one course it can pur- 
sue; and that unless the imperial German govern- 
ment should now immediately declare and effect 
an abandonment of its present methods of warfare 
against passenger and freight carrying vessels, this 
government can have no choice but to sever diplo- 
matic relations altogether. 

The French official statement of yesterday said: 
There was a spirited bombardment of positions 
south of Haudremont wood, on the Verdun front, 
east of the Meiise, last night, the war office report 
of this afternoon says. No other important event 
occurred on any part of the front. The statement 
follows: There was no event of importance last 

night excepting a rather violent blast east of the 
Meuse in the region south of Haudremont wood. 
Of other events the Paris dispatch said: Paris re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm the news of the fall 
of Trebizond. The event was looked for, but it was 
not thought the Russians would be able to capture 
the city so quickly. The political as well as the 
military consequences are expected to be most im- 
portant, particularly in view of the fact that Tur- 
key has lost one of the most valuable parts of Asia 
Minor at a time when, according to the reports 
reaching Paris, Germany is weakening her forces 
in the Balkans to carry on attacks on the western 
front. French military \iTiters state that the plan 
of campaign of Grand Duke Nicholas, the Russian 
commander, was a daring one, which at first was 
looked upon as foolhardy, but now is fully justified. 
The grand duke advanced boldly to the attack while 
the other fronts were still held in deadlock. Ex- 
cluding the operations on the Persian front, Grand 
Duke Nicholas in this campaign against an ex- 
lierienced and stubborn foe, has to his credit the 
storming of ten cities in less than two months. A 
destructive fire in Belgrade, formerly the capital 
of Serbia, is reported in a dispatch to the Matin 
from Bukharest. It is said the eastern section of 
the city was almost destroyed. Several hundred 
houses were burned and thousands of persons are 
hom.cless. 

Says a London dispatch of yesterday: The news 

of the fall of Trebizond, which comes much earlier 
than had been expected, because it was believed 
the three Turk divisions would make a stubborn 
defense, is believed here to have been largely due 
to the successful employment of the Russian fleet. 
Since the brilliant dash of the cruiser Midullu 
(formerly the Breslau), nearly a fortnight ago, the 
Turks, aware of the inferiority of their Black sea 
fleet to that of the Russians, have not undertaken 
an.v serious naval operations for the defense of 
Trebizond. The fall of Trebizond, it is thought, 
probably will involve the speedy loss to the Turks 
of Erzingan, Karput and Diarbekr, and the fall 
of these towns would completely isolate the Turk- 
ish armies in Mesopotamia. A Reutez dispatch 
from Saloniki says the (.ermans crossed the Greek 
frontier on Monday in the neighborhood of Doiran 
and destroyed railway culverts, apparently fearing 
an advance of the entente allies. The appoint- 
ment of Senator Garin and General Froloff, formerly 
commander of the I’etrograd military district, as 
Russian under -secretaries for war, is taken here 
to indicate an acceleration in the campaign against 
graft in the Russian army. Senator Garin, who 
is the first civilian to hold high office in the 
Russian war department, is a well-known opponent 
of graft. 

Ernest Schiller, alias Clarence R. Hudson, wdio 
recently held up the captain and crow of fifty- six 
men of the British freighter Matoppo on the high 
sea, was on his way yesterday to the federal prison 
at Atlanta in custody of United States marshals. 
Schiller pleaded guilty to a charge of piracy and 
was given a life sentence. Before leaving Wilming- 
ton. Del., Tuesday night, Schiller in a statement 
declared that his desire for revenge against Eng- 
land had prompted his act. At the same time, he 
said, he hoi>ed to do something ‘‘for the cause of 
Germany.” He denied that robbery had been his 
motive, and said that tlie chief reason his plan to 
sink the Mutopiio had failed was because he did not 
w’ant to kill anybody. When I took charge of the 
ship, he said, it was so rough that it would have 
been murder to have forced the crew to get out in 
small boats, as I had at first intended them to do. 
Schiller said he was highly pleased that he was not 
being sent back to England. 

The army reorganization bill, passed by the sen- 
ate Tuesday night, went to the house yesterday, 
where a <*onfereiice probably will be asked for on 
the measure. The bill is a substitute for the Hay 
bill passed by the house and as finally approved 
without a rei'ord vote w'ould produce regular army 
and reserve forces in the United States aggregating 
1,000,000 nv»n. The bill was hurried through the 
senate amid exciting s(*enes after a joint session 
of the two houses had been called for yesterday to 
hear an address by President W’ilson on grave inter- 
national issues. All attempts to reduce the pro- 
Iiosed increases in the army were rejected in quick 
succ*ession. The bill differs radically from the 
house measure. On that account it was regarded as 
practically certain that a conference would be asked 
and that work of perfecting a new army measure 
W’ould begin, promptly. 

Three men. said to be Germans, but wdiose names 
were not given by officials, were arrested at Har- 
deeville, S. C.. at the request of Lieut. A. P. 
Gronkrite. United States Engineer Corps, who sus- 
liected them of espionage. A search of the prison- 
ers. it W’as said, revealed that they were in poss- 
ession of maps giving minute details of fortifica- 
tions and roads in that sei’tion of the coast. They 
carried an elaborate photographic outfit. A cliarge 
of vagrancy was changed to ‘‘being suspicious char- 
acters” w’lien each of the three produced $.’>,000 to 
disprove the vagrant charge. Lieut. Cronkrite is 
making military maps and gathering other data 
along the south Atlantic coast and the three for- 
eigners are said to have been following him. 

A Lloyds dispatch from Lisbon to London says 
the Norwegian steamship Terje Viken sank on 
Monday in Cascas Bay, fifteen miles west of Lis- 
bon, after three explosions on board the vessel. The 
crew’ was suveil. The Terje Viken sailed on March 
Iti from Galveston for Listion. She was SS.*! feet 
long, tuns gross, was built in New’castle in 

190,'t and owned iu Tonsberg. 

The (iernian war re|K>rt of yesterday says: 
Western theater: East of the Meuse our triMips 

during the night captureil the stone quarry south 
of Haudremont farm, thus I'ompleteing the success 
of Monday. A great part of the occupants fell in 
u fierce baj’ouet eugageiueut. More thau 100 men 



and several machine guns fell into our hands. A 
French counter attack against the new German 
lines northwest of Thiaumont farm failed. Minor 
enemy infantry detachments, which attempted to 
approach our trenches at several points, were re- 
pulsed by our infantry and by hand-grenade at- 
tacks. Eastern theater: There have been heavy 

artillery duels and patrol engagements in the 
northern sector of the front. 

The British order making German bunker coal 
liable to seizure has caused consternation to Dutch 
shipping circles because they largely use German 
coal, as the English product is not obtainable in 
sufficient quantities. Dutch coal is deficient in 
steam raising qualities. The new measure affects 
steamers plying between Holland and North Amer- 
ica to a lesser degree because they wrill be able to 
fill their bunkers at American ports, although 
they will lose ten per-cent, of their cargo space, 
taking on enough coal for a double voyage. It 
especially affects, however, ships voyaging to South 
American i>orts and the Dutch colonies. 

Insurance underwriters at New York have ad- 
vanced from one per cent to 2 per cent the war 
risk rates on shipments from New York to Bor- 
deux and other ports in the Bay of Biscay. This 
resulted chiefly from the sinking of the British 
steamer Harrovian in the Bay of Biscay, by which 
it is estimated American underwriters suffered a 
loss of $1,500,000. Rates of war risk on shipments 
to the United Kingdom also were increased, but 
less radically. The rate to London has advanced 
one per cent within ten days, but has not reached 
three per cent. 

It was the state department’s intention to give 
out the note to Germany for publication Thursday 
morning, but later the plan was changed and it was 
decided to give it out as soon as it could be copied. 
Officials indicated it might be available about four 
o’clock. Its text is about 5,000 words, including 
an appendix of 2,500 words.
